A Very Sudden and Sad Ending 

or' a Bright and Promising 

Young Man. 



Bryant .Blobs, son of Mr. and Mrs, 
Ward Bloss, of Trevor, died at the home 
of Mrs. John Efinger, in Antioch, 111., 
Saturday, Jan. 18, 189G, aged 19 years, 1 
mouth and 3 days, 

. The circumstances leading to the death 
of Bryant are peculiarly sad and painful to 
relate.

-Mr, Ward 
Bloss, tho father, was in town, but at the 
urgent request of Biyant, be returned to 
his home, feeling that all would be well.' 
After Bupper, Dr. Ames was again called,; 
the cavity having, again commenced to 
bleed, this time very badly. At midnight; 
tbere.being no decrease in tho. ; flow, .the' 
father., was sent for, an d later the .mother,* 
and at .7 a, m. on.Saturday, be was. removed 
frjpin.tthe. office .nf; Drs..Amon& Jamison, 
where he had beeu all night, to.

He was on original 
member of the Sunday School, which' was 
organized four years ago,, tbis member- 
ship continuing until his death. He was 
tin active member of the Christian Endeavor 
Society. .

you have raised on your farmf l 

Farmer— No, I can't; nnd that is Jutt 
what sticks me, Tho silverltes arc taikl 
ing that we will have good times agalij 
If we pnss the free coinage law, and, 
that we will not have good times until 
wo do como to free sliver coinage. They 
say we hnve not money enough in cir- 
culation, aud it Is that which make's 
hard times. I am sure times are now 
about as hnrd as they can be; but 
whether I would have any more money 
than 1 now have If the free coinage was 
brought about I can't tell. I confess 
that I enn't reason It out that I would: 
for about three years past times have 
been wretchedly bad. When times 
were good:! could. never get anything 
for nothing.

New York, Aue. 23,— At Carnegie mill, 
Thursday night, un iimuense and enthu- 
siastic audience gathered to. hear the 
issues of the campaign discussed by ex- 
President Bcujimiln Harrison. Hou. 
Chauncey M. Depcw presided over the 
meeting. Both Mr, Harrison and Air. 
Dcpew were the recipients of orations 
when they entcred'thc hall. Upou call* 
lug the gathering to order, Mr, Depew 
delivered an nddresa on campaign issaes, 
at the close of which he Introduced ex- 
President Harrison, who at once entered 
Into' a discussion of tlio issues. He spoke 
at considerable length, being very fre- 
quently Interrupted by applause. Be- 
f erring to his apncaran.ee as a campaign 
speaker be snid Tt was due to his sense l 
of the duty lie owed to the country to 
combat the fullucies sought to be foisted 
upon the people by the Democratic party 
and its nllies.

Hut when 
n In tv of the United Stales is in railed 
and broken, it Is the sworn duty of the 
President to execute It, and this conven- 
tion arraigns the President for doing 
wlmt his oath coms-telled him to do.

' "YoU'are to answer, then, my fellow 
citizens, in all the gravity w£ a great 
crisis, whether you will sustain n party 
who propose to destroy the balance which 
our fathers instituted In our system of 
government, nnd whenever a tumultuous 
Congress disagrees with the Supreme 
court nnd a subservient President 1b In 
the white house, thnt the judgment of 
the court she 11 be reconsidered nnd re- 
versed by Increasing the number of 
judges nnd packing the court with men 
who will decide ns Congress wants them 
to. (Applause.) I cannot exnguerate the 
gravity and the importance and the dan- 
cer of this uBsault upon our constitution- 
al form of government, 
* "I do not Intend to spend any time in 
the discussion of the tariff question. That 
debate has been won, and need not he 
protracted. It might run on eternally 
upon theoretical lines. We had hnd some 
experiences, but they were historical and 
remote, and not Very Instructive to this 
generation. We needed nn experience of 
our own, nnd we have hnd it It has 
been n hard lesson, but a very convinc- 
ing one, nud everybody vras In the school- 
house when it wits given him.

I, don't 
believe a candidate can be found tossy 
that it Is. Mr. Cleveland repudiated 
it. It wan so bad that be could, not 
attach his official (denature to It, and' It 
became a law wlthont It. He said It 
wnrf- full of incongruities and .IncipmU- 
ties! What hris been the result of Shut 
measure V It hns failed to produce rev- 
enue enough, supplemented by otir Inter- 
nal taxes, to maintain the government 
There has been nn nnnunl deficit |np- 
pronchlng $50,000,00(1 every year, and 
the nntionnl treasury hns been contin- 
ually in ii state of cnibnrrnssment.

In tun-, 
iieelbfii 'with tbi* financial puttier, do we 
all realize how import nit tithe choice of

the law is now, without the passage of 
nny free coinage, of silver «t all, it Is 
in the power of the President of the 
United States to bring the business of 
the country to a sliver (basis? All he 
bus to do Is to let tli o <»ld reserve go, 
to pay out stiver whei men nsk for 
gthl, and we nr« there! n (ready.

Then 
there is thopenslonvrr-u.--aL.timt, are re- 
ceiving pensions frofli this govennneiit- 
for gallmit deeds done in tho wnr, and 
others for the loss of beloved ones. He 
ennnot take his pension certificates, and 
when it reads eight dollars make Itread 
sixteen dollars, Hu must wait' for; ah 
appeal 'to Congress, nad a Congress that 
Is poptilistlc In character would be tin- 
ny mpiit hot Ic. (Apldause). Take the 
men who; hare life insurance. Can lliey, 
where the* policy rends $5000, mike It

One of the nnomalles of this cam- 
paign Is that the business man whose 
wisdom and experience-Is sought for by 
farmers and laboring men in tltelr private 
matters, Is considered by many of them 
as an unsafe ad riser dn political Blatters. 
The IsKUeft of this national election arc 
business issues. The question- is, ;how 
enn the Industries' of the nation be re- 
vived? ' It would seem ns If the judgment 
of the men who manage the industries 
should be consulted,' .'
